“  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT.” 
Order  No.  79. 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Telephone  ancl  Telegraph  Occupation. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  expres¬ 
sion  “  telephone  and  telegraph  occupation  ” 
means  the  work  of  employees  employed  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  operating  of  various  instru¬ 
ments,  switchboards,  and  other  mechanical 
appliances  used  in  connection  with  telephony 
and  telegraphy. 

2.  The  minimum  wage  for  every  female  em¬ 
ployee  of  any  age  in  the  telephone  and  tele¬ 
graph  occupation,  not  included  in  any  other 
Order  of  the  Board,  shall  be: — 

(a.)  One  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50)  per 
day  during  her  first  three  weeks’  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  industry  as  a  learner. 
(6.)  Two  dollars  and  ten  cents  ($2.10)  per 
day  during  her  following  month’s  em¬ 
ployment  in  the  industry. 

(c.)  Two  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($2.30) 
per  day  during  her  following  second 
and  third  months’  employment  in  the 
industry. 

(d.)  Two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($2.50)  per 
day  during  her  following  foui'th,  fifth, 
and  sixth  months’  employment  in  the 
industry. 

(e.)  Two  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($2.80) 
per  day  thereafter. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  employees 
who  do  not  work  full  time  shall  be  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  the  number  of  hours  worked 
per  day  at  the  rates  specified  in  section  2 
hereof. 

4.  That  every  employee  required  to  report 
for  work  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  an  amount 
equal  to  three  (3)  hours  at  her  regular  rate 
of  pay  for  each  day  she  so  reports  for  work, 
except  as  provided  in  section  6  hereof. 

5.  That  except  as  provided  in  sections  6,  7, 
and  9  hereof  no  employee  in  the  telephone  and 
telegraph  occupation  shall  be  employed  for  a 
greater  number  of  hours  than: — 

(a.)  Forty-eight  (48)  in  any  one  week;  or 
( b .)  Eight  (8)  in  any  one  day. 

6.  That  in  any  case  where  an  employee  re¬ 
sides  on  the  employer’s  premises  an  arrange¬ 
ment  may  be  made  between  the  employer  and 
the  employee  for  the  employee  to  answer 
emergency  calls  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m. 
and  8  a.m.  The  arrangement  when  approved 
in  writing  by  the  Board  may  be  put  into  effect 
and  thereupon  shall  not  be  in  contravention  of 
any  other  provision  of  this  Order. 

7.  That  in  an  emergency  period  the  maxi¬ 
mum  hours  of  labour  for  an  employee  may  be 
extended,  but  not  to  exceed  in  any  case  fifty- 
six  (56)  hours  of  labour  in  any  one  week,  in 
which  case  the  minimum  wage  for  that  em¬ 
ployee  during  the  time  of  labour  in  excess  of 
eight  (8)  hours  in  any  one  day,  or  in  excess 
of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  any  one  week, 
shall  be  at  a  rate  not  less  than  one  and  one-half 
(l!/&)  times  her  regular  rate  of  pay. 

8.  That  the  working-hours  of  every  employee 
in  the  telephone  and  telegraph  occupation 
working  on  split  shifts  shall  be  confined  within 
twelve  (12)  hours  immediately  following  com¬ 
mencement  of  her  work. 

9.  That  where  by  an  agreement  in  writing 
negotiated  between  a  bona-fide  trade-union  or 
employees’  organization  and  an  employer  the 
hours  of  work  in  the  said  agreement  differ 
from  the  hours  of  work  and  overtime  rates  of 
pay  as  prescribed  in  sections  5.  6,  7,  and  8  of 
this  Order,  the  union  and  employer  concerned 
may  make  joint  application  to  the  Board  to  be 


exempted  from  the  said  sections  5,  6,  7,  and  8 
of  the  Order.  The  Board  in  its  discretion  may 
in  writing  exempt  the  said  union  and  employer 
from  the  said  sections  of  the  Order  to  the 
extent  specified  in  the  written  exemption. 

10.  That  every  employee  in  the  telephone  and 
telegraph  occupation  shall  be  given  a  rest 
period  of  twenty-four  (24)  consecutive  hours 
in  each  calendar  week,  of  which  she  shall  be 
duly  notified  by  her  employer. 

11.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  his  employees  in 
the  telephone  and  telegraph  occupation  all 
wages  and  salaries  earned  by  his  employees, 
up  to  a  date  not  more  than  eight  (8)  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

12.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on 
the  16th  day  of  April,  1945,  and  be  in  substitu¬ 
tion  for  the  Order  of  the  Minimum  Wage 
Board  establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the 
telephone  and  telegraph  occupation  effective 
on  and  from  the  5th  day  of  April,  1920,  which 
is  hereby  rescinded.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leaning  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
